BIOGRAPHIC DAM ON A3CAPSLIH-1 

1* Subject, bora 11 November 1912, in ^akomarie, Western Ukraine, 
became a member of the Ukrainian Military Organization (UVO) in 1928, 
and upon reorganization of the latter group, entered into the Organization 
of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUN) in 1929. He became an instructor of an 
illegal underground youth section of the OUN in January 193U# and upon 
arrest of many of the leaders of the OUN homeland executive committee in 
No venter 193i*> Subject was given duties as Organisational Referent. In 
1935* Subject became publisher of a nation alls tic, anti-Bolshevik newspaper 
of the OUN and was arrested by the Polish government in Septeirber 193$ 
and inqpri soned for three months. He was again arrested in July 1937 b^ 
the Polish government and was released in Sept enter 1939 upon outbreak of 
the German -Polish war. 



2. Upon direction of OUN officials, Subject agreed, in November 1939* 
to become a neither of the German counterintelligence service. Until April 
19l*5> Subject served, on a regular and part-time basis, with various 
sections of the German intelligence service and was awarded several 
decorations for his successes in counterintelligence operations directed 
against the USSR. 

3. Subject, who had earlier studied at a theological school, was 
ordained during the latter part of 191*1*. From Septeuber 191*5 to April 1957# 
he was employed as an instructor in a private Ukrainian gymnasium at Salzburg, 
teaching courses in the 3ible and in Latin, and also served as representative 
of the Anti-Bolshevik Block of Nations (A3N) in Salzburg, and the Tyrol. 

Since April 19l*7, Subject has been residing in Munich, where he has held 

the post of Chancellor of the Holy Autocephalic Church of Poland in Germany. 

He was chief of the Security Service (S3) of the Foreign Section of the 
Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists led by Stefan BANDERA (ZCh/OUN or 
OUN/3) until August 191*3 when he left this organization and concentrated 
his intelligence efforts for KUBAHK. 




1* Background - General: AECAPEL IN-1, now under Munich Operations 

Base control, is a qualified, capable, professional CE informant who has 
been used by KGB ARK in Austria and Germany since 19U7, and who has previously 
indicated willingness to leave Germany for personal reasons and because 
of an increasingly tight operational situation* For these reasons and due 
to his having circulated among the same unwitting informants for a long 
period of tine, Headquarters was also interested in investigating bis 
transfer, but negotiations were deferred. 



2. Background - Intelligence : AECAPELIN-1 is a Ukrainian of middle 

age who has been employed by KlTBARK as an informant since 19U7. He has 
been active in intelligence since the 1920's and is extremely capable in 
discreetly obtaining information from a wide variety of sources. As a 
non-party roan, he has earned the confidence and confidences of a variety 
■ of Ukrainian political leaders. He has also supplied KU3AHK with counter-, 
intelligence/counterespionage information, as well as positive intelligence 
on overt and covert activities of Ukrainian, Polish, Soviet and German 
political, social, welfare and para-military emigre groups in Germany and 
in other countries of Western Europe. He has also provided name traces, 
character studies, etc., concerning certain former Iron Curtain personali- 
ties who are now in Western Europe. It has often been said of AECAPELIN-1 
that he possesses the requirements of the natural, " ideal agent". In 
view of his experiences, natural inclinations and pro-American orientation, 
working for the Americans is the logical course for him to follow. He is 
willing to report on the emigration in the belief that he can help to 
uncover Soviet penetrations and to bring about a unification of the various 
emigre political camps. 



3* Motivation t Subject is anti-Soviet and against Russian imperialism, 
and he also opposes the Soviet regime on religious grounds. He would like 
to see a free, independent Ukraine. 



L. Security : 

a. ASCAPEIJN-1 is by inclination very security conscious, a fact 
which has been demonstrated on many occasions. 



b. Notwithstanding the above, we feel that the following incidents 
might have some bearing on Subject’s security. 
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(1) In April 1957, a ^ advartant ly routed 

to UPSWING. Assuming that UPSWING would n^fe Affid the documents, they 
should have had no trouble in deducing that AECaPSlIN- 1 was our agent in 
view of the comments contained in the dispatch and the nature of AECAPKLIN-1 1 s 
reporting even though his true name was not mentioned. 




(2) Ch one occasion, a Soviet Staffer (HIS) stated to one 
of our double agents that AECAPELK-l was in the employ of the American 
Intelligence Service, only that and nothing more.. The Staffer did not 
elaborate. 



5. Production x In view of AECAPSLIN-l f s intelligence background and 
his keen grasp of political, religious and economic situations, he has 
proved himself extremely helpful in his ability to predict Soviet intentions 
and interpret and constructively criticize Soviet polich. This has been 
especially true in our efforts to combat the machinations in West Germany 
of the East Berlin Committee for the Return to the Homeland. Numerous 
counterespionage and operational leads have been supplied by Subject. 

The realiability and value of his reports are firmly established. 

6. Salary ; The salary paid Subject locally is $200.00 per month in 
local currency. An additional $200.00 per month is placed in his escrow 
account. A contingency fund totaling $300.00 has been set aside for an 
eventual transfer of AS0A?ELIN~1 and effects, and he will be provided with 
$150.00 for key money for living quarters. 

7. Miscellaneous : Subject stems from a good, solid-middle class 

Ukrainian family. He "has no permanent mistresses, he is not addicted to 
drugs aid his gambling is nil. He is a light smoker and an occasional 
drinker of wine or beer. He is an intelligent "operator” who knows how 

to "keep his nose clean”, can be glib when necessary and has great presence 
of mind - quite capable of playing the alleged role. Incidentally, Subject 
previously delayed his emigration (via IRQ sponsorship) to the United States 
at our request. As a result, we have guaranteed passage for him ( and .his 
wife - should he marry) to the United States under provisions of P.1.110. 
Should his emigration to the United States materialize, he would like to con- 
tinue working with AIS. Subject's language qualifications include Ukrainian, 
Polish, Russian, Latin and German (all good). Because of his academic 
and linguistic background it is felt that he can learn the French language 
within a reasonable period of time.

1. Subject nu bom on U November 1912, in the Tillage of Sakomarle, 
Western Ukraine* Hie nationality vu Polish at birth, but he eoaeidera 
- himself a Ukrainian. He attended elementary eehool in Zakomarle from 
1919 to 1923. In August of 192?, he entered the gymnasium in &olo- 
ohlv, where be studied for one year. He then sored to Lwow and enter** 
ed the state gymnasium. Later, he attended a one year commercial 
course at the Hardens Shkola (National School), in Lmv. Upon com- 
pletion of the oommsrcial course he entered the Greek Catholic Semi- 
nary, Mala Dukhovna, in Lwow. In 1928, be became e member of the 
Ukralnska Vlyskova Crganlsataiya (Ukrainian Military Organisation) 
(UVO), haTlng been recruited by one Ivan IS5LIA, the latter presently 
residing in the United States, vtoea the UVO mas reorganised into the 
Organitsatsiya Ukrainakikh Nataioaalietlv (Organisation of Ukrainian 
Rationalists ) (OUR) ih 1929, Subject became a member of the OUR. 

Until 193li, while studying at the seminary. Sub jest served as a youth 
leader. 



2. from 193k to 1937, Subject oon tinned to live in Urow and worked 
in tmo Ukrainian cooperatives, **iarodniy Dim” andlfarodna Torhovlya" . 

In January 193k, he wae selected to become an instructor of the youth 
organisation in the OUR. This youth group wae an Illegal underground 
organisation whioh trained the Ukrainian youth for future m emb e r ship 
In the OUR. Shortly after the arrest of many of the leaders of the 
Homeland Executive Committee of the OUN in November 193k, Subject wae 
given duties as Organisational Referent, In 1935, Subject be cane 
publisher of a nationalistic, anti -bolshevik newspaper, Rldnly Qruat* 
Since the newspaper sharply criticised the Polish government, he was 
arrested in September 1935 sod sent to a Polish concentration camp 
in Bare el Kartusskik, where be remained for three months. Upon 
release, he oontlnued working for the OUR until July 1937 when he was 
arrested In Lwow by the Polish police and sent first to the so-called 
Brigades, and later to the prisons in Rivno, Dubno, and Sedltaakh. 

His case was under investigation until February 1939. In May 1939, 
the Oblast Court of Rivno sentenced Subject to 12 years Ij^risoomeat 
for membership in the OUR. Subject was transferred from the Rivno 
prison to the prison In Tamov, Poland, where he remained until Sep- 
tember 1939. Upon the outbreak of the Cerean-Polish war, Subject and 
other political prisoner# were released on orders of the Polish 
Minister of Justice* 

3. In October 1939, while Subject was returning to his home In 
Zakowarlo, he learned that the Western Ukraine, including his home town, 
was occupied by the Bolsheviks* He decided to remain on the western 
side of the Polish border, then under German occupation* Several OUR 
officials approached Subject in Rove* bar 1939 and proposed that he 
become a member of the German Coon tar- Intelligence Service (Abwehr- 
stelle III - Cracow). Subject agreed and was assigned to the border 
area around Taroelov, Radlmno-Peremyehl, where, using the cover of 
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Tom imspaotar of Eadlrao, bo organised a Mi of infeormaata and colla- 
borators. Subject was instrumental in the apprehension of several 
Soviet espionage groups in his uti during 1940* 

4* Subject continued hie cttwtcr-intsiligeace activities after 
transfer to Franck in December 1940 where he used the pseudonym Inglair 
Loren te FORK-BIN* and employed the cover of a Volkdeutecher represen- 
tative of a brewery In Vilna. However, in June 1941, Subject waa 
emmaonsd to the eastern front, to the A OK (Armee-Oberkomando) VI and 
oomml aalooed ae a sender fuhrar-leutiiant, at tanned to the Counter-Intell- 
igence Group IV* He waa awarded the Winter Victory medal, the Mill* 
taxy Qroea for /oreifjnsrs and the German Military Croat because of 
hie greet eueoesa ae a oouttter-intelllganoe agent on the eastern front* 

$• Subjeot was released fron the eastern front in June 1942 a ad 
was transferred to the staff of the Abwehrstelle 111 in Cracow* were 
ha was assigned to a section concerned with eneogr eg— naloatlona* 

During this same period, Subjeot managed to enroll for study, on a 
part-time basis, at the theological seminary at the University of 
Warsaw. Ha often traveled to Warsaw for lectures end examinations* 

It was his aim to become a priest upon termination of his intelligence 
work* Subject has stated that he was influenced is this aim ty 
Arotooishop PALADU, the latter now resident In the United States* 

6. As s result of the unsuccessful attempt on Hitler 1 * life 
in September 19f9, considerable changes were carried out within the 
Abwehrstelle III in Craeow with the SS and the 8P (Sicherheitsdienst) 
a ss u ming o octroi of the Abwshr stall# ♦ this development censed an adverse 
morale effect am all attached personnel and Subject determined to 
obtain release from the Abwehrs telle* In order not to break off all 
ties with tbs ibwehrsteile, wince such action could have resulted in 
arrest for sabotage. Subject agreed to work as a voluntary informant 
rather than as a regular employee. Subjeot iterates that, during the 
period of hie eervioe with the German Intelligence, be served exclu- 
sively in the anti-Bolshevik section* 

7* At the end of 1944, Archbishop PAJUDII ordained Subject and 
sent him to Prague to specialise in Church law* However, the Ukrainian 
University at Prague did not offer lectures in Church lawj instead, 
he enrolled in the regular lew school and then returned to Craoow, 

8* In early January 1945, Subjeot returned to Prague where he 
remained until April 19h$, working with the Abwehr stall# • In April 
1945# ^object left Prague far Henris, Austria, where he lived until 
September 1945* He then moved to Ssisburg. Prom September 1945 to 
April 1947, Subject was employed as an instructor in a private Ukrai- 
nian gym n a sium, giving courses in Bible and Latin, and also served es 
a representative of tha Anti -Bolshevik Block of Nations (ABN) in Salt- 
burg and the Tyrol, the chief of the AfiS in Austria at that time 
was furl tf&RICH, presently living in Canada. 

9. Since April 1947, Subject has been living In Munich, where he 
has held the post of Chancellor of , the Holy Autocephalio Church of
